THAT your Petitioner, in Obedience to the ſaid Orders, and in pur- 
ſuance of the ſaid Agreement, raiſed Eight Companies of Foot, and 50 Horſe; of which 
the ſaid Earlfhqving notice, gave Orders to Mr, Furley his Secretary at War, to make and 
Aue out Comthiſſions to your Petitioner, as Colonel of the ſaid Regiment, and Captain of 
one of the Companies, and to ſuch other Perſons as your Petitioner ſhould name for Officers 
er him, ins ſame Form as Enghſh Commiſhons ; declaring, that the ſaid Regiment was 
raiſed by his Order for the Seryice of the Queen, and was to be put upon the Eng/z/h Eſta- 


bliſhment. w© 7 Br 

THAT miſſions were accordingly iſſued, the ſaid Earl therein reciting, That by 
Virtue @ the dower and Authority granted to him by the Queen, to raiſe and form Troops 
of the Nativegpf Spain, he did conſtitute your Petitioner Colonel of the ſaid Regiment; and 
the'faid Commiſſions expreſsly mention, that your Petitioner, and the reſt of the Officers of 
hat Regiment, ſhould enjoy, have, and receive the ſame Honours, Privileges and Pay, as 
other Officers ho ſerved her Majeſty in the like Stations and Poſts. 
THAT your Petitioner, with his {aid Regiment and 50 Horſe, immediately after the 
iſſuing of the aid Commiſhons, which were dated the 4th of February, 1706. N. S. ſerved 
under the mand of Lieutenant-General Gorge, at the Siege of A/icant ; and after the 
taking of thag,Town, in defending ſeveral important Paſles, the Town and Caſtle of Denia, 
the Town of Sutiva, and the Town of A/coy, where your Petitioner and his Regiment were 
made Priſoners of War. 5 

T H A T your Petitioner and Regiment, being without the leaſt doubt taken and ac- 
cepted by all Perſons to be one of Her Majeſty's Regiments, Your Peritioner was induced, 


at his own Charge and Credit to maintain, and pay the faid Regiment, upon the Intrearies 


and frequent Declarations of the {aid Earl, my Lord Galkvay, General Richards, and other 
Enghſh Generals, that he would run no riſque in ſo doing, in regard his ſaid Regiment was 
upon the Exgliſb Eſtabliſhment ; and upon their Promiſes by Letters and otherwiſe, that her 
late Majeſty would in a ſhort time reimburſe and ſatisfy him what he had or ſhould ad- 
vance upon the Account of the ſaid Regiment. 

THAT your Petitioner having hereby entirely exhauſted his own Fortunes, and engaged 
his Credit, his Family is reduced to the utmoſt Extremity. In Confideration whereof, upon 
your Petitioner's moſt humble Perition to His Majeſty, to be paid whar is due to him upon 
the Account aforeſaid, His Majeſty in a moſt gracious manner, taking notice, that he was 
appriſed of your Petitioner's faithful Services, long Attendance, and neceſſitous Condition, 
was pleaſed, in Order for your Petitioner's Relief, to refer your Petitioner's Caſe to the 
Conſideration of the Commiſſioners appointed to State and Determine the Debts of the 
Army; recommending a ſpeedy Diſpatch therein, in regard your Petitioner being a Raman 
Catholick, could not be provided for upon the Eſtabliſhment of Half Pay. 

THAT the ſaid Commiſſioners not finding your Peritioner's ſaid Regiment mentioned 
in the Liſt of thoſe which are upon the Erg//b Eſtabliſhment which ſerved in Spain, are of 


Opinion, that they are not Authoriz d by the Powers now granted to them, to proceed to

THAT your Peritioner humbly hopes, the Honour of the Brits Nation will Provide, 


chat he ſhall be no Sufferer for what he has advanced upon the Contract, Declaracions and 


Promiſes of Eng/iſh Generals, and for the Service, and upon the Credit of Great Britain. 


AND therefore moſt humbly prays this Honourable Houſe, That in the BILL now 
broughr in, and depending, for appointing Commiſhoners to Take, State and De- 
termine the Debts of the Army, a Clauſe may be inſerted in your Petitioner's Fa- 
vour, to Enable and Impower the ſaid Commiſſioners to be named in the ſaid BILL, 

to State and Ad juſt your Peritioner's Demand upon the Account aforeſaid ; and that 
your Petitioner may be paid what ſhall thereupon appear to be juſtly due to him.
